Point 4 m ission to Iran, reported 
by telephone from the tow n of 
Zahedan that M rs Anita C arrollr 
Issaquah, W ash., no longer was 
with the four fleeing bandits who 
killed her husband, another A m eri­ 
can and two Iranians in an am ­ 
bush in rem ote Baluchistan last 
Sunday. 


GREGORY ADDED: 
“She’s not with the m en. but we 
don't know w hether she is with 
their women, or even w hether she 
is still alive. 
Maybe they have 
killed her. 
It s a 50-50 chance." 
Police 
apparently determ ined 
she was not with the bandits by 
examining the f i t t i n g men s 
tracks.

Repeating an event of some 
threo y ears ago, northern Coach­ 
ella Valley com m unities are faced 
w ith an invasion of caterpillars, 
which today are thick in the area 
east of Palm Springs and lust 
south of D esert Hot Springs. 
Dr. C larence Sm ith, curator of 
the D esert M useum , reported lhal 
"w e're getting a real plague of 
them .” and from D e s e r t Hot 
Springs, it was said that "a river 
of caterpillars four miles across, 
with a conccnlraled center extend­ 
ing for m ore than two m iles, 
crossed the old Highway 60-70-99, 
apparently headed for D esert Hot 
Springs." 
ELM ER K EN N ED Y , 
assistant 
agricultural com m issioner lo Itob 
ert M. Howie in Riverside, suid 
today lhat these caterpillars de­ 
velop into the sphinx moth, which 
is better known as the hum m ing­ 
bird or hawk m oth, and that its 
favorite food is th e verbena wild 
flower.
